Give  ’Em  the  Money 

WHEN  the  purchase  tax  on  cars  was  increased  from 
33i  to  66§  per  cent.,  an  awkward  situation  was  created 
in  connection  with  those  cars  still  subject  to  the 
covenant  which  had  been  purchased  at  the  single  purchase- 
tax  rate. 

If  for  any  reason  a  “consent  to  sell”  was  applied  for  and 
granted  for  such  a  car,  the  B.M.T.A.  ruling  that  covenant  cars 
for  resale  must  be  sold  at  list  price  plus  purchase  tax  meant 
that  the  car  had  an  “official”  value  higher  than  the  original 
price  by  334  per  cent. 

The  question  then  somewhat  naturally  arose,  “Who  is  to 
get  this  extra  ‘profit’?”  Some  thought  that  the  vendor  who 
had  obtained  consent  should  get  it;  others  decided  for  the 
dealer,  and  still  others  plumped  for  the  second  buyer.  Pending 
a  decision,  the  British  Motor  Trade  Association  rightly  opened 
a  “Suspense  account”  to  provide  temporary  accommodation  for 
the  money. 

Since  then,  the  B.M.T.A.  executive  have  voted  on  the 
question,  but  have  failed  to  reach  a  decision,  the  manu¬ 
facturers  voting  for  the  customer,  and  the  retailer  repre¬ 
sentatives  for  the  dealer  to  get  the  extra  cash.  A  show  of 
hands  at  the  Motor  Agents’  Association  Council  produced  a 
similar  exactly  balanced  result. 

Obviously,  the  question  will  resolve  itself  before  long,  when 
all  single-purchase  tax  cars  are  out  of  covenant.  But,  in  the 
meantime,  who  is  to  get  that  money?  To  us,  there  seems  only 
one  answer.  Providing  he  has  a  good  reason  for  selling,  the 
person  who  sells  should  surely  benefit  from  any  appreciation 
in  value  caused  by  an  increase  in  purchase  tax. 

Whatever  decision  is  taken  now,  a  precedent  will  have 
been  created.  For  instance,  if  the  principle  we  have  stated 
is  not  acted  on,  and  the  dealer  is  awarded  the  extra  money, 
the  dealer  will  also  have  to  accept  the  loss  which  will  occur 
when  the  double  purchase  tax  is  removed.  Sooner  or  later 
this  is  bound  to  come,  and  it  may  well  ^ 
happen  at  a  time  when  new  cars  are  yu 
more  plentiful  at  home  than  they  are 
now.

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A  Real  Petrol  War  is 


Government  prohibition? 

HERE  has  been  much  talk  about 
the  “petrol  war”  that  has  been 
going  on  in  this  country  since 
the  solus  sites  policy  was  introduced 
by  the  major  petrol  companies;  but  it 
would  seem  that  this  has  been  nothing 
like  the  battle  that  is  raging  in  Aus¬ 
tralia  and  New  Zealand. 

In  these  countries  the  petrol  com¬ 
panies  have  met  with  fighting  hostil¬ 
ity  from  the  retail  trade  in  their  drive 
to  establish  100  per  cent,  representa¬ 
tion,  which,  apparently,  is  nearer  to 
the  “tied  station”  principle  than  at 
present  applies  here  in  Britain. 

The  New  South  Wales  Government 
have  gone  so  far  as  to  talk  about  pro¬ 
hibiting  this  new  form-of  trading,  and 
the  Queensland  Cabinet  are  thinking 
along  similar  lines. 

Australian  newspapers  have  been 
carrying  large  advertisements  con¬ 
demning  the  move  and  promoting  the 
Interests  of  the  independent  men. 
Garages  throughout  the  Common¬ 
wealth  are  showing  the  sign  “An  In¬ 
dependent  Station,”  and  are  backed 
up  by  the  advertising  campaign. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Shell  com¬ 
pany  have  gone  so  far  as  to  acquire 
property  rights  over  some  service  sta¬ 
tions.  which  they  propose  to  let  on 
lease;  it  is  said  too  that  this  company 
have  made  outright  purchases. 

“No  Amerioan  methods” 

In  New  Zealand,  the  “Radiator,” 
journal  of  the  New  Zealand  Retail 
Motor  Trade  Association,  has  had  col¬ 
umns  devoted  to  the  issue,  and  lately 
published  a  leading  article  making  an 
all-out  attack  on  the  “tied  house”  pol¬ 
icy  and  ending  with  the  words;  “We 
do  not  want  American  methods  here.” 

Replying  to  a  claim  from  a  Shell 
spokesman  that  his  company  had  8,000 
exclusive  outlets  in  Britain,  the  N.Z. 
association  expresses  the  opinion  that 
the  organised  motor  trade  in  England 
have  not  recognised  the  dangers,  but 


Australian  and  New  Zealand 
garagists  are  making  a  big 
fight  against  solus  sites : 
“  What  ‘  ties  ’  will  follow 
petrol?**  they  ask 

that  the  comments  and  criticisms  that 
have  appeared  in  the  trade  Press  are 
evidence  that  a  certain  section  of  the 
trade  is  aware  of  them. 

That  is  a  general  picture  of  what  Is 
going  on  in  these  two  Dominions.  To 
quote  further  from  what  has  appeared 
in  print  will  give  an  idea  of  the 
thoughts  that  are  in  the  minds  of  the 
people  involved. 

One  of  the  advertisements  that  the 
Independent  people  had  in  the  Bris¬ 
bane  “Courier-Mail”  made  use  of  the 
testimony  of  Lloyd  Jones,  a  Belmore, 
N.S.W.,  service  station  owner,  who 
said: 

“I  had  a  one-brand  petrol  franchise  .  .  . 
but  not  for  long.  Yes,  I  admit  It — I  made 
a  mistake! 

“I  was  deluded  Into  thinking  that  every 
service  station  would  become  a  one-brand- 
only  station.  If  I  didn’t  sign  up  with  them, 
someone  else  would.  How  wrong  I  was! 

"My  customers  have  made  It  very  clear 
to  me  that  they  value  highly  their  right 
to  a  choice  of  brands,  and  will  go  where 
they  can  get  It — to  an  Independent  Service 
.Station. 

"But  that’s  not  my  only  reason  for  put¬ 
ting  up  the  Independent  sign.  My  experi¬ 
ence  showed  that  the  one-brand  station  re¬ 
ceives  far  less  attention  from  its  sole  sup¬ 
plier — once  competitive  brands  have  been 
removed  from  the  station. 

"I’m  convinced  that  the  ready  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  enthusiasm  of  Australian  petrol 
companies  will  enable  me  again  to  give  a 
service  superior  to  any  single-brand  sta¬ 
tion.” 

The  “Courier-Mail”  recently  carried 
a  splash  leader-page  article,  asking 
“What  is  going  to  happen  to  our  pet¬ 
rol  stations?”  and  describing  the  con¬ 
tracts  between  the  petrol  companies 
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lifiipeiiiit  Serviei  Statiai* 
give  yii  fraedoM  if  ckiiei 
— them  four  support 


This  is  part  of  an  advertisement  on  behaif  of  the  Independent  Service  Stations 
appearinc  in  Australian  newspapers.  This  particular  one  is  from  the  Brisbane

and  garages,  the  decoration  of  pre¬ 
mises,  the  free  forecourt  services  and 
so  on. 

The  article  quoted  the  companies  as 
saying  that  the  scheme  makes  for 
economies  In  deliveries  and  for  im¬ 
proved  service;  it  quoted  the  service 
stations’  organisation  denunciation  of 
it  on  the  ground  that  it  will  rob  them 
of  their  Independence  and  leave  them 
at  the  mercy  of  monopoly. 

Differing  poiioies 

Apparently  there  are  differences  in 
the  policies  of  the  various  companies. 
Shell  ruling  that  service  stations  sign¬ 
ing  up  with  them  must  also  sell  their 
oils  exclusively,  while  Vacuum  are 
satisfied  with  a  petrol  arrangement. 
While  other  companies  seem  to  be 
happy  to  allow  the  system  to  grow 
with  time,  Shell  already  say  ‘TOO  per 
cent,  or  nothing.” 

Retailers  are  worried  about  meeting 
the  cost  of  the  “extras”  from  their 
3}d.  margin  on  a  gallon  of  petrol,  and 
fear  that  inability  to  provide  these  will 
bring  about  the  termination  of  their 
franchise — despite  the  oft-repeated 
statement  by  the  petrol  companies 
that  the  dealer  will  be  free  to  conduct 
his  business  as  he  likes. 


The  companies  also  claim  that  the 
system  has  operated  successfully  in 
the  United  States  for  nearly  30  years, 
in  Canada  for  20  years,  in  Western 
Europe  for  four  years  and  in  Britain 
since  last  May. 

But  in  their  opposition,  the  Queens¬ 
land  Automobile  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  make  the  following  points: — 

“Service  stations  are  asked  to  deliver 
themseives  into  the  hands  of  one  company; 
to  sirn  away  their  independence.  Owners 
and  lessees  will  end  hy  becominc  servants 
of  an  oil  company,  subject  to  its  pressures, 
and  without  any  rights  of  their  own. 

“They  will  be  obliged  eventually  to  sell 
not  only  a  single  brand  of  petrol,  but  also 
a  single  brand  of  oil — the  company’s  brand 
— and  whatever  else  in  spare  parts,  tyres, 
batteries,  and  other  accessories  in  which 
the  company  may  be  interested. 

“There  are  one-brand  service  stations  in 
Britain,  but  for  the  most  part  they  are 
not  tied  as  the  major  oU  companies  here 
seek  to  tie  Australian  retailers.  Parties  are 
free  to  break  the  arrangement  whenever 
they  please.” 

In  New  Zealand,  the  situation  is 
very  similar.  In  the  “Radiator”  re¬ 
cently,  General  Manager  N.  H.  Smith, 
of  the  Shell  Co.  of  N.Z.,  Ltd.,  made  a 
statement  of  his  company’s  policy,  and 
Managing  Director  H.  P.  Griffin,  of 
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Caltez  Oil  (N.Z.).  Ltd.,  is  quoted  as 
defining  his  company’s  attitude. 

Mr.  Griffin  explained  that  Caltex 
sought  no  departure  from  the  estab¬ 
lished  principle  of  “fair  trading,”  and 
they  encouraged  independence  among 
dealers.  Where  dealers  had  other 
company’s  pumps  and  wished  to  con¬ 
tinue  with  them.  Caltex  would  still 
supply  them  and  maintain  existing 
pleasant  relations. 

“No  ’tied  houses’  in  N.Z." 

Mr.  Smith  declared  that  the  term 
“tied  houses”  had  i  no  application  to 
Shell’s  selling  policy.  They  sought  a 
closer  partnership  with  the  retailer; 
this  was  entirely  voluntary  and  there 
were  no  strings  attached.  A  dealer 
could  change  to  another  company’s 
products  at  any  time. 

He  said  also  that  his  company  had 
no  intention  of  undertaking  retail 
marketing  or  to  own  or  operate  any 
service  station.  - 

A  reply  to  Mr.  Smith  was  made  by 
the  N.Z.  Retail  Motor  Trade  Associa¬ 
tion,  who  pointed  out  that  although 
there  might  be  no  binding  contract,  a 
dealer  might  well  be  tied  by  the  bonds 
of  finance. 

They  were  chary,  too,  of  the  state¬ 
ment  that  the  Shell  Co.  had  no  in¬ 
tention  of  operating  their  own 
stations.  What  would  happen  where 
a  retailer  could  not  make  a  success 
of  his  business?  Considerable  sums 
of  money  had  been  lent,  and  when  the 
debenture  was  called  up,  the  concern

tainly  have  control  and  operate  that 
service  station. 

The  association  went  on:  “The  fact 
that  the  ‘tied  house’  policy  is  extend¬ 
ing  from  the  United  States  and  from 
Canada  to  other  parts  of  the  British 
Empire  certainly  gives  rise  for  the 
greatest  concern,  and  this  develop¬ 
ment  is  being  fought  very  bitterly  by 
the  motor  trade  in  Australia. 

“We  do  not  want  the  same  condi¬ 
tions  to  be  applied  to  the  petrol 
reselling  business  here  as  apply  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  It  can 
happen  here  if  we  do  not  accept  the 
warnings  which  have  been  given.” 

The  association  continued  by  point¬ 
ing  out  that  Mr.  Smith  said  nothing 

N.Z.’s  FIRM  STAND 

Latest  news  Is  that  the  Petrol  Section 
of  the  N.Z.  Retail  Motor  Trade  Association 
have  come  out  In  definite  opposition  to  the 
petrol  companies’  moves,  by  voting  96  to  6 
In  favour  of  a  resolution  “That  this  asso¬ 
ciation  expresses  emphatically  its  opposition 
to  any  attempt  by  oil  companies  to  sieze 
control  of  the  retail  held,  and  urges  all 
members  to  support  their  own  and  other 
members'  Independence.” 

about  a  most  pressing  question.  What 
about  the  garages  who  preferred  to 
remain  free  and  sell  several  brands? 
What  would  the  company’s  policy  be 
so  far  as  they  and  the  very  small  gar¬ 
ages  were  concerned?  But  the  Shell 
spokesman  did  say  that  in  New  Zea¬ 
land  his  company  had  no  Intention  of 
applying  the  policy  and  tactics  that 
they  were  in  Australia.  _ 

The  journal’s  editorial  summarised 
the  points  for  the  opposition  to  the 
companies’  proposals,  and  said  that 
what  had  happened  in  Australia  had 
done  nothing  to  allay  their  fears. 

“We  don’t  want  American  methods 
....  The  interest  of  the  companies 
over  there  is  not  confined  to  petrol 
and  lubricating  oil.  They  operate 
‘T.B.A.’  plans  too.  ‘T.B.A.’  stands  for 
tyres,  batteries  and  accessories,  and, 
when  the  screw  is  put  on,  the  reseller 
must  secure  all  his  ‘T.B.A.’  require¬ 
ments  as  directed  by  the  oil  company.” 
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Stirring  appeal  to  younger  generation

As  a  nation  got  the  government  It  de¬ 
served.  we  had  through  our  own  fault 
brought  upon  ourselves  this  sorry  weight 
of  restrictions.  “Why?  Because  we  are 
sick  men.  There  Is  a  sickness  abroad 
to-day:  call  It.  If  you  like,  a  sleepy  sick¬ 
ness.  and  Its  chief  victims  are  ourselves — 
the  young  men.” 

The  symptoms  were  a  disproportionate 
and  unhealthy  yearning  for  security  at  all 
costs.  The  two  world  wars,  plus  economic 
causes,  were  responsible,  for  two  reasons. 
First,  when  young  men  were  exposed  to 
acute  physical  danger  and  discomfort  the 
thing  which  loomed  over  all  else  In  their 
consciousness  was  the  desire  for  physical 
security — the  ability  to  go  to  bed  at  night 
and  to  know  they  would  live  to  see  another 
sunrise.

^  Thlrty-year-old  Gibson  Jarvie  was  making 
I  his  first  public  speech,  and  he  showed  hlm- 
[1  self  a  true  son  of  his  father.  Chairman 
J.  Gibson  Jarvie,  In  his  talent  for  making 
h  a  speech  that  Is  very  much  to  the  point 
r  at  the  present  time.  Although  his  subject 
I'  was  not  specifically  a  motor  Industry  one, 
|i  we  have  reproduced  most  of  It,  In  summar- 
'i  Ised  form,  because  we  feel  that  It  can  be 
I  read  with  advantage  by  all  youthful 
i  members  of  garage  staffs. 

"iv  “We  live  In  a  nameless  age — a  grey  time 

(without  fame  or  fineness,”  said  Mr.  Gibson 
Jarvie.  Through  the  years  between  the 
wars  and  the  second  bitter  struggle,  we  had 
I  been  beset  by  doubt,  by  hesitation  and 
■;  uncertainty. 


Test  of  independence 

Secondly,  there  was  the  esprit  de  corps, 
the  complete  dependence  of  one  man  upon 
his  fellows  which  was  engendered  when 
men  were  thrown  together  In  small,  com¬ 
pact  groups  In  the  field,  or,  as  he  had 
known  It,  in  a  small  ship  in  the  Arctic. 
When  these  conditions  were  abruptly 
changed,  the  young  man  felt  lost  and  alone 
among  a  vast,  confusing  throng  of  strangers. 
That  was  when  a  young  man  was  really 
put  to  the  test,  for  he  had  no  platoon 
commander  or  ship’s  captain  to  rely  on. 

Unable  to  find  anyone  to  hold  respon¬ 
sible  for  his  new,  unfamiliar,  unpleasant 
state,  the  young  man  blamed  things  on 
“them,”  meaning,  according  to  taste,  the 
politicians,  the  lawgivers,  the  wise  men. 

This  was  nonsense  and  arrant  self-deceit. 
Even  If  It  were  true,  was  there  any  reason 
why  young  men  should  feel  themselves 
excused  from  taking  steps  to  effect  a  cure 
of  their  unhappy  state? 

The  symptoms  of  the  malady,  then,  were 
a  lack  of  faith  In  man,  a  nostalgia  for 
peace  and  security,  for  sleep.  This  was  the 
sickness  of  the  century,  the  curse  of  the 
nameless  age.  to  whose  cure  and  eventual 
eradication  they,  the  young  men,  were 
dedicated. 

At  present,  the  fashion  was  to  administer 
palliatives  and  soothing  drugs  such  as  the

pension  scheme,  the  endowment  fund,  and 
the  hope  of  an  easy  win  on  the  treble 
chance.  A  cure  must  be  sought  elsewhere. 

The  binding  feeling  of  companionship 
lost  to  so  many  on  demobilisation  must  be 
restored.  “We  can  do  It  individually  by 
moving  closer  to  each  other  and  admitting 
that  each  of  us  has  some  responsibility 
for  hls  neighbour  as  well  as  for  himself. 
We  can  do  it  collectively  by  seeing  to  it 
that  the  various  associations,  the  trade 
unions,  the  companies  and  the  lodges  are 
brought  to  work  with,  and  no  longer  in 
conflict  with,  each  other.  But,  above  all, 
we  can,  we  must,  we  shall,  do  It  by  setting 
ourselves  a  purpose  and  by  constantly 
striving  towards  that  purpose.” 

Before,  they  had  such  a  purpose,  the  win¬ 
ning  of  a  war.  They  still  had  a  war  to 
win.  but  it  was  not  an  easy  war  to  flght, 
because  so  very  few  even  knew  they  were 
flghting  it  at  all. 

Since  the  greater  part  of  most  people’s 
waking  hours  Was  spent  at  work,  it  was 
there.  In  the  work  that  he  did  and  his 
attitude  towards  it,  that  the  youth  of 
to-day  was  most  susceptible  to  influence, 
whether  for  good  or  ill. 

It  was  tragic  that  the  raising  of  the 
general  standard  of  life  had  been  to  a  large 
extent  achieved  at  the  expense  of  the  tradi¬ 
tion  of  the  artisan  family,  with  father

the  challenge  which  must  be  faced  by  all, 
and  to  wliich  he  felt  the  Institute  was  a 
direct  and  powerful  answer. 

It  was  no  use  bemoaning  the  passing  of 
the  family  craftsman;  what  they  must  do 
was  to  instil  in  the  yovmg  workers  of  to-day 
a  proper  pride  in  their  own  work.  ‘To  do 
that,  they  must  be  shown  how  their  task 
fits  into  the  huge  complex  of  their  industry 
as  a  whole — shown  that  by  the  individual 
link  they  are  each  making,  the  ultimate 
strength  of  the  chain  will  be  Judged. 

“When  a  man  can  take  a  pride  in  bis 
work — through  appreciation  of  what  he  is 
doing  now,  and  of  what,  through  education, 
experience,  and  increased  skill,  he  can  do 
In  the  future,  then  and  only  then  can  he 
be  fairly  expected  to  take  a  proper  pride 
in  himself.” 

Courage  needed 

Young  men  must  be  taught  to  set  them¬ 
selves  a  goal.  By  working  each  towards  bis 
own  goal  they  would  achieve  the  common 
goal  that  all  men  must  find,  the  reward 
that  came  for  a  good  Job  well  done. 

Management  and  industry  as  a  whole 
should  act  as  leader  of  bewildered  youth 
and  show  them  the  way.  Then  the  young 
man  could  cease  looking  for  a  guide  to  take 
his  hand  and  lead  him  and  could  bold 
firmly  to  his  own  aims  and  follow  his  own 
star.  A  lot  of  courage  would  at  first  be 
required  for  him  to  stand  on  his  own  feet 
and  beat  his  own  path,  but  as  the  pace 
increased  the  whole  battle  would  become 
easier  until  the  victory  was  won. 

The  time  was  now  when  they  must  firmly 
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turn  away  from  the  thoughts  of  a  safe  posi¬ 
tion  and  a  pension  at  sixty. 

It  was  painfully  clear  that  the  team  spirit 
of  the  war  years  had  to  many  become  the 
herd  instinct  of  the  nameless  age.  The 
only  way  out  was  to  preach  a  little  anarch¬ 
ism,  to  raise  the  individual  to  his  true 
stature  as  being  of  iutinitely  greater  value 
tlian  the  faceless  crowd. 

The  men  who  had  been  through  these 
wars  were  a  dedicated  generation  and  must 
lead  and  instruct  others.  They  must  each 
In  their  chosen  field  show  by  brilliant  ex¬ 
ample  that  the  sleepy  sickness  was  not  all- 
pervading,  and  that  there  were  some  here 
in  England  who  still  had  the  greatest  gifts 
ever  vouchsafed  to  man,  the  gifts  of  Imagin¬ 
ation  and  daring. 

Emigration  no  answer 

A  The  speaker  did  not  think  that  emlgra- 
Q  tlon  was  the  right  answer,  for  although  it 
was  a  sign  that  an  effort  was  being  made 
there  was  too  much  to  be  done  here  In 
England.  “If  we  stay  here,  stay  in  the  In¬ 
fected  area  as  It  were,  the  success  of  our 
own  cure  of  ourselves  will  go  a  very  long 
way  towards  curing  the'  sickness  In  others. 

I  Imagine,  if  you  like,  an  Infectious  disease 
’  ;  the  cure  of  which  Is  also  Infectious,  and 
you  liave  it.” 

Just  as  the  motor  Industry  was  one  of 
^  the  strongest  factors  In  the  drive  for  econo¬ 
mic  recovery  now  being  made  In  this  coun¬ 
try,  then  so  were  those  connected  with  the 

(Industry  vitally  Important  as  potential  lead¬ 
ers  or  soldiers  In  the  drive  to  restore  the 
proper  stature  of  the  country  a.s  a  family. 


An  appreciation  of  the  malady  from 
which  we  were  suffering  was  needed,  a  mal¬ 
ady  which  made  itself  evident  in  an  un¬ 
healthy  longing  for  security  and  stability. 
Man  was  not  stable  In  that  sense,  he  was 
essentially  restless,  anarchistic,  mercurial 
and  unpredictable — and  thank  Qod  for  It. 

An  understanding  of  the  false  hopes  that 
might  decoy  us  from  our  proper  aim  was 
needed.  They  were  the  drugs  to  ease  the 
pain,  the  pen.slon  scheme  and  the  easy 
money  promise. 

More  pride  in  the  country  was  needed, 
more  aggressiveness,  a  greater  sense  of  pur¬ 
pose  and  of  urgency. 

“We  want  to  forget  all  about  security  and 
Jam  to-morrow  and  look  at  to-day  —  and 
what  we  are  going  to  do  to-day:  not  at 
what  we  hope  to  get  out  of  it.” 

“Life  is  something  worth  the  living,  and 
not  Just  an  existence  to  be  got  through 
somehow,  with  a  vague  promise  of  "pie  In 
the  sky  when  you  die.” 

Mr.  Gibson  Jarvle  ended  by  quoting  the 
words  of  Sir  Walter  Scott: — 

Sound,  sound  the  clarion,  fill  the  fife. 
To  all  the  sensuous  world  proclaim 
One  crowded  hour  of  glorious  life 
Is  worth  an  age  without  a  name! 
Proposing  the  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
speaker,  I.M.I.  President  Stanley  8.  Dawes 
said  they  had  heard  the  challenge  of  a 
yoiing  man  to  the  men  of  his  generation. 
Gibson  Jarvle  was  a  young  man  who  had 
inherited  stimulus  and  inspiration  from 
his  father  and  his  family.  In  spite  of  his 
comfortable  circumstances,  he  stood  on  his 
own  feet.

Coventry  M.P.  outlines  her  case  for 
but  few  dealers  bother  to  state] 


Support  from  80  Members 

T  is  no  longer  news  that  Coventry 
South's  Labour  M.P.,  Elaine  Burton, 
has  set  herself  up  as  the  crusader 
fighting  a  battle  on  behalf  of  the 
thousands  of  people  still  waiting  for 
new  cars,  that  she  is  out  for  the  blood 
of  those  who  she  believes  are  “work¬ 
ing  a  racket”  and  prejudicing  still 
further  the  chances  of  these  people. 

But  It  was  news  last  week  when,  following 
an  article  in  the  “Daily  Herald”  \mder  the 
heading  “We  Intend  to  Kill  this  Racket,” 
she  told  a  public  meeting  in  Coventry  just 
what  she  and  some  of  her  colleagues  Inten¬ 
ded  to  do  to  bring  about  the  demise  of  this 
“social  monster.”  , 

She  told  them  that  more  than  80  Labour 
M.P.s  had  put  their  names  to  a  motion  on 
the  Order  Paper  for  the  new  session  of  the 
House  of  Commons  calling  on  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  take  some  definite  action. 

This  motion,  the  “Dally  Herald”  article 
and  the  Coventry  meeting  were  the  outcome 
of  an  Investigation  that  Miss  Burton  has 
been  carrying  out  Into  the  “racket,”  and  at 
the  meeting,  organised  by  the  Coventry 
South  Labour  Party  on  Saturday  last,  she 
listed  the  grievances  she  had  unearthed  and 
put  forward  suggestions  for  bringing  them 
to  an  end. 

But  among  her  ideas  there  was  little  that 
was  new;  little  that  had  not  already  been 
chewed  over  time  and  8«ain  and  rejected  by

the  manufacturers  and  the  distributive 
trade  :  Price  control  for  used  cars,  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  covenant  to  five  year^,  a  central 
register  of  orders  and  legislation  to  make 
it  illegal  for  anyone  to  have  their  name  on 
more  than  one  list. 

There  were  about  150  people  at  the 
meeting,  but  only  a  handful  of  the  motor 
trade  among  them,  and  It  was  left  more  or 
less  to  Dennis  Brandish  to  champion  the 
deale-s’  cause  and  deal — and  deal  effectively 
—  with  Miss  Biuton’s  arguments  and 
allegations. 

The  chairman  had  said  that  although  the 
meeting  had  been  called  by  the  Coventry 
South  Labour  Party  there  was  nothing  pol¬ 
itical  about  it.  It  was  scwnethlng  that 
concerned  them  all.  And  Miss  Bvu-ton  was 


scrupulously  fair  In  her  approach  to  the 
subject — which  was  more  than  could  be  said 
of  a  number  in  the  hall,  who  were  clearly 
there  with  the  dealer  as  the  target  for  their 
venom. 

But  it  was  surprising  and,  I  felt,  regret¬ 
table,  that  there  were  not  more  members  of 
the  distributive  and  retail  trade  there  to 
answer  the  charges  made  against  them.  It 
did  not  seem  fair  to  leave  it  to  one  or  two — 
Dennis  Brandish,  Arthur  Martin  and  a  few 
others.  Miss  Burton's  campaign  may  be  a 
political  will-o’-the-wlsp,  but  it  is  something 
that  concerns  thousands  of  people  waiting 
and  waiting  for  cars,  and  who  are  bound  to 
be  sitting  up  and  taking  notice. 

★  ★  ★ 

Whether  or  not  the  manufacturers  and 
the  dealers  should  have  been  represented 
through  their  particular  organisations  is  a 
matter  for  some  debate,  but  Miss  Burton  led 
off  by  saying  that  she  had  approached  the 
Society  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and  Traders, 
the  British  Motor  Trade  Association  and  two 
of  the  largest  manufacturers  in  Coventry, 
telling  them  what  she  intended  to  say,  and 
inviting  them  to  be  represented  at  the 
meeting.  But  not  one  had  accepted.  Miss 
Burton’s  challenge  was  that  it  was  because 
they  dared  not. 

However,  there  was  a  refreshing  surprise 
towards  the  end  of  the  meeting  when  a  tall 
man  strode  on  to  the  platform.  It  was  Home 
Sales  Manager  A.  C.  L.  Mills,  of  the  Stan¬ 
dard  Motor  Co.,  who,  although  attending 
imofflcially  from  the  manufacturers’  side, 
did  bring  their  angle  to  bear  on  the  dis¬ 
cussion. 

As  I  have  said.  Miss  Burton  tried  to  be 
fair.  So  far  as  the  dealers  were  concerned 
she  was  sure  It  was  just  a  few  that  were  at 
fatilt.  She  agreed  with  Mr.  Brandish  that 
there  were  black  sheep  in  every  trade,  and 
said  she  sought  the  oo-operatlon  of  all  those 
who  were  not  making  a  racket  of  the  new 
car  business  to  clear  the  problem  up;  if  they 
did  not  co-operate,  then  she  and  the  rest  of 
the  SO-odd  other  Labour  M.P.S  would  get 
things  going  without  them. 

The  case  had  already  been  placed  before 
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Tell  the  Government 


acdon  to  clean  up  new-car  racket ' 
their  side  at  public  meeting 


the  Minister  of  Supply,  who  was  looking  into 
it  with  the  help  of  the  industry. 

The  Charges  Made 

The  case  made  out  by  Miss  Burton  as  a 
result  of  her  investigation  was  :  — 

USED  OARS:  1950  and  1951  cars  were 
being  offered  for  sale  with  Incredibly 
small  mileages  recorded,  yet  people  com¬ 
plained  that  they  had  been  waiting  since 
1945  or  1946  and  had  never  moved  up  their 
list;  in  fact  one  man  said  he  had  moved 
down. 

A  few  traders  were  taking  back  little-used 
cars  at  a  low  price  as  a  trade-in  for  new 
ones,  selling  them  at  inflated  proflts.  This 
meant  that  people  with  no  car  to  trade 
in  could  not  get  a  new  one. 

Miss  Burton  alleged  that  in  a  Midland 
city  (not  Coventry)  she  had  heard  of  deal¬ 
ers  ringing  up  people  with  recent  post-war 
cars  asking  them  to  trade  them  in  for  new 
ones. 

Suggestion. — Forbid  by  law  the  selling  of 
a  used  car  at  above  the  list  price  of  a  new 
one  of  that  model;  or,  extend  the  covenant 
to  flve  years,  at  the  end  of  which  it  was 


unlikely  that  an  Inflated  price  would  be 
commanded. 

NAMES  ON  SEVERAL  LISTS:  “I  am  aware 
that  most  dealers  are  trying  to  carry  out 
the  terms  of  the  manufacturers'  directive, 
but  some  are  not,"  Miss  Burton  declared. 
She  said  she  knew  of  a  case  where  someone 
had  two  new  cars  in  two  weeks  as  a  result 
of  being  on  more  than  one  list.  One  of 
the  cars  was  stored  until  it  could  be  sold 
at  a  proflt. 

Then  there  were  cases  of  people  having 
cars  bought  for  them  in  their  Arm's  name; 
others  who  had  second  and  third  cars  in 
the  name  of  their  wife,  son,  or  other  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  family.  One  letter  received  spoke 
of  one  family  running  seven  post-war  cars 
between  them. 

Suggestion. — Make  it  Illegal  to  have  a 
x!ame  on  more  than  one  waiting  list;  manu¬ 
facturers  themselves  to  keep  a  register  of 
all  orders;  dealers  to  display  waiting  lists. 

DISTRIBUTOR  OR  DEALER:  It  seemed 
that  there  was  more  chance  of  getting  a 
car  from  a  distributor  or  main  dealer  than 
from  a  retail  dealer. 

The  former  had  to  pay  commission  to 
those  imder  them  on  every  car  sold.  By 
selling  direct  they  had  no  commission  to 
pay,  and  consequently  would  not  let  cars 
go  to  those  further  down  the  line. 

Suggestion. — ^Manufacturers  should  super-

DEPOSITS:  What  was  the  attitude  of  the 
trade  towards  deposits  on  car  orders?  Miss 
Burton  said  she  Intended  to  ask  In  Par- 
llament  for  deposits  to  be  returned.  She 
knew  that  manufacturers  did  not  agree  with 
the  principle,  and  certainly  they  were  no 
longer  needed  as  a  guarantee  of  good  faith 
from  people  who  were  still  waiting  for  a 
car  ordered  In  1947.  The  80  M.P.s  were 
collecting  the  names  of  the  dealers  In  their 
constituencies  who  had  taken  deposits. 

The  Dealer’s  Case 

After  Miss  Burton  had  sat  down,  Mr. 
Brandish  was  the  first  to  take  up  the 
challenge.  “You  are  miles  off  the  beaten 
track,”  he  told  her.  There  was  nothing 
like  enough  cars  coming  on  to  the  home 
market.  She  had  said  that  this  "racket" 
had  been  going  on  for  years;  why  had  her 
party  done  nothing  'about  It  when  they 
were  In  power? 

There  was  a  request  for  a  scheme  that 
worked.  They  had  got  one.  A  man  could 
have  his  name  on  every  dealers’  list  In  the 
country,  but  when  he  got  one  new  car  all 
the  other  orders  were  automatically  can¬ 
celled.  (Cries  of  “Not  so,”  to  which  Mr. 
Brandish  replied  that  they  were  talking 
about  popular  cars,  not  those  costing  sev¬ 
eral  thousand  pounds.) 

There  would  be  no  chance  of  a  trade-in, 
because  If  the  man  had  had  one  post-war 
car  he  could  not  have  another.  Mr.  Brand¬ 
ish  added:  “I  would  like  to  know  which 
garages  are  ringing  people  up,  because  I 
could  do  .something  about  it.” 

The  rea.son  for  the  inflated  price  of  used 
cars  was  the  same  as  that  behind  the  price 
of  hou.ses — there  was  not  enough  of  them. 


And  if  a  law  were  made  to  keep  the  price 
at  that  of  a  new  one,  the  extra  would  be 
paid  "on  the  side”  anyway. 

So  far  as  extending  the  covenant  was 
concerned,  it  would  be  Impossible  for  people 
to  budget  over  a  period  so  long  as  five 
years.  Anything  could  happen  in  that 
time. 

A  manufacturer’s  register  of  orders? 
Dealers  already  had  a  list,  and  like  the 
pages  of  a  policeman’s  notebook,  each  sheet 
was  numbered.  It  was  Impossible  to  put 
a  name  in  or  take  one  out,  so  any  talk  of 
a  man  moving  down  a  list  was  nonsense. 
And  the  manufacturers  visited  their  dealers 
regularly  to  inspect  these  lists  and  see  that 
everything  was  In  order. 

Mr.  Brandish  did  not  think  there  was 
much  In  the  deposit  business — he,  person¬ 
ally,  did  not  believe  in  deposits,  and  they 
were  a  nuisance  from  an  accounting  point 
of  view,  having  continually  to  be  trans¬ 
ferred.  But  someone  at  the  back  of  the 
hall  retorted  that  those  dealers  who  had 
collected  £25  a  time  were  doing  very  nicely 
on  the  interest,  thank  you! 

★  ★  ★ 

Support  came  from  Arthur  Martin,  who 
drew  attention  to  the  penalties  imposed 
by  the  B.M.T.A.  when  dealers  went  against 
the  rules.  He  added,  too.  that  the  price 
of  used  cars  was  the  people’s  price;  the 
price  they  were  prepared  to  pay. 

'Then  someone  got  up  and  went  so  far 
as  to  suggest  stamping  identity  cards  to 
show  that  an  order  had  been  placed  cn  a 
waiting  list.  ’This  got  the  reception  it 
deserved  from  many  in  the  hall;  probably 
the  same  people  who  raised  vocal  protests 
at  the  suggestion  that  dealers  should  dis¬ 
play  their  waiting  lists. 

When  he  went  on  the  platform,  Mr.  Mills, 
in  a  quiet  and  sincere  way,  assured  the 
meeting  and  Miss  Burton  that  the  Industry 
and  the  trade  were  trying  their  level  best 
to  cope  with  a  very  difficult  problem. 
Lately  It  had  been  seen  that  steps  that 
had  been  taken  had  brought  about  some 
improvement. 

A  central  register  had  been  talked  about 
a  lot  by  manufacturers,  but  it  was  unlikely 
that  It  would  work.  There  were  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  orders  to  deal  with,  with  a 
year’s  supply  being  ordered  In  one  day 
following  announcement  of  one  new  model. 
Surely  It  was  better  to  leave  It  to  the 
dealer,  who  knew  the  needs  of  his  cus¬ 
tomers. 

’They  must  realise  that  It  mattered  little 
to  a  dealer  who  had  his  cars.  The  public 
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Independent  front  wheel  suspension  heads  the 
refinements  in  this  latest  Singer  Nine  Roadster. 
With  a  new  sweep  in  its  lines^  new  upholstery — 
and  a  limited  allocation  for  the  home  market! 
—  the  Series  4AB  is  a  joy  to  own  and  handle. 


OflBcially  appointed  Dealers  have  approved 
facilities  for  servicing  all  Singer  Motor  Cars.

SINGER  MOTORS  LTD  •  BIRMINGJHAM  &  COVENTRY 
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were  largely  to  blame  for  the  present  posi¬ 
tion.  for  the  dealer  could  only  go  by  an-swers 
to  the  questionnaire,  particularly  In  large 
towns  where  he  could  not  be  expected  to 
Xnow  personally  everyone  on  his  waiting 
list. 

Of  the  suggestion  that  the  covenant 
should  be  of  five  years.  Mr.  Mills  expressed 
the  opinion  that  any  move  In  this  direction 
was  unnecessary.  Prices  of  used  cars  were 
beginning  to  fall  because  there  was  less 
money  about,  and  even  at  the  end  of  two 
years  a  car  had  now  to  be  In  very  good 
condition  to  make  an  extraordinarily  high 
price. 

Finally,  on  deposits.  Mr.  Mills  had  little 
doubt  that  dealers  would  return  them  where 
pressed.  Without  defending  the  principle 


of  taking  deposits,  he  did  put  forward  one 
argument  that  could  well  be  used  in  their 
favour:  It  was  unlikely  that  anyone  would 
go  round  the  country  putting  his  name  on 
a  number  of  waiting  lists  If  he  had  to 
pay  £25  each  time. 

*  *  ♦ 

With  a  few  more  caustic  remarks  from 
people  waiting  for  cars,  the  Coventry  meet¬ 
ing  came  to  an  end.  Miss  Burton  had 
asked  for  opinions  on  her  suggestions,  and 
for  contributions  from  representatives  of 
the  trade.  She  got  them.  But  only  the 
final  move  in  the  House,  of  Commons  will 
disclose  to  what  extent.  If  any.  they  have 
influenced  her  campaign.

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Bumpy  going 

TATE  of  our  country  is  not  unlike 
that  of  its  roads.  Shortage  of 
funds  has  produced  the  inevitable 
results — and  we  feel  the  bumps.  More 
are  in  store,  and  some  very  severe 
shocks  can  be  expected  when  Parlia¬ 
ment  reassembles.  Besides  the  financial 
stringency,  there  is  the  matter  of 
steel  supplies,  over  which  the  cycle 
industry  has  lately  received  such  an 
appalling  jolt.  Some  factories  have 
been  cut  by  more  than  75  per  cent., 
which  could  mean  that  they  may  have 
to  reduce  their  exports  by  one  half. 
If  that  kind  of  thing  can  happen,  none 
can  be  blamed  for  feeling  anxious.  We 
must  deflate  and  we  must  rearm.  But 
to  carry  the  load,  industry  must  also 
have  both  the  capital  and  the 
materials  needed  to  produce  more  for 
export. 

Inquest,  long  after 

UITE  a  few  British  car  manu¬ 
facturers  went  out  of  business 
in  the  1920s,  most  being  in  a 
very  small  way,  even  if  they  had 
managed  to  achieve  production  at  all. 
A  younger  member  of  our  industry  was 
asking  me  about  one  of  these  firms 
the  other  day,  and  as  to  why  it  had 
failed.  His  father  apparently  had  a 
financial  interest  there  and  lost  a  little 
money,  but  he  himself  was  too  young 
to  know  anything  about  it.  I  remember 
the  people  well,  and  the  car  they 
tiirned  out  was  quite  a  seller  in  its 
time,  which  covered  a  period  of  several 
years.  But  I  have  no  clear  recollec¬ 
tion  of  the  finish,  except  that  there 
was  no  sensational  crash.  The  enter¬ 
prise  Just  faded  out,  quite  quietly.  As 
to  why,  I  can  only  think  that  the 
product  became  outmoded,  and  the 


company  had  no  one  on  hand  capable 
of  designing  something  fresh  to  appeal 
to  the  changed  taste  of  the  customers. 
The  original  car  had  one  or  two 
peculiar  features  that  were  acceptable 
in  1912,  but  only  doubtfully  so  in  1922 
— and  regarded  as  quite  impossible 
after  another  two  or  three  years.  A 
genius  would  have  scrapped  the  lot. 
arid  evolved  an  entirely  new  model. 
Even  if  not  exactly  brilliant,  it  would 
have  found  a  market.  There  was 
goodwill  behind  the  name,  and  a 
sufficiency  of  loyal  agents  to  put  it 
across.  But  nothing  was  done,  and 
the  organisation  slipped  down  the 
dreary  decline  to  a  liquidation  that  I 
fancy  was  voluntary.  Nor  was  the  case 
unique.  Other  concerns  have  gone 
under  through  simple  inanition.  Con¬ 
stantly  the  product  needs  to  be 
nourished. 

Man  at  the  head 

HIS  is  the  age  of  the  big 
corporation  and  the  grouping  of 
companies.  You  might  think  that 
the  probable  result  would  be  that  per¬ 
sonalities  would  count  for  less  in 
business,  the  machine  having  tran¬ 
scended  the  man  at  the  head  of  it.  Not 
so,  however,  and  for  confirmation  of 
this  you  do  not  have  to  look  outside 
the  motor  industry.  Henry  Ford  and 
Herbert  Austin  have  passed  on,  but  it 
is  notable  how,  to-day,  the  great  busi¬ 
ness  generally .  has  its  great  figure. 
And  the  fate  of  the  smaller  concern 
must  depend  even  more,  surely,  on 
the  personality  of  its  chief.  Another 
thing  on  these  lines  Is  the  fear  of 
loss  of  individualism  and  enterprise 
as  a  result  of  the  apparent  move  to¬ 
wards  a  big  “oneness.”  This  calls  for 
new  thought,  for  the  realisation  that 
a  big  organisation  need  not  mean  the 
development  of  a  wholesale  cog-in- 
the-wheel  mentality.  Management 
and  employees  must,  each  in  their 
own  sphere,  develop  initiative  and  see 
that  there  is  recognition  for  it.

Agenda  For  1952 

Sir, — I  was  interested  in  your  Terse  Talk 
of  January  5th,  but  there  is  another  item 
which,  in  my  view,  warrants  it  being  placed 
on  an  agenda  of  motor  trade  business,  and 
that  is  the  Question  of  surcharges  on  new 
cars. 

There  have  recently  been  several  Increases 
of  price  by  the  manufacturers  of  the  more 
popular  cars,  but  on  the  last  two  occasions 
I  think  I  am  right  in  saying  that  the  in¬ 
creases  have  both  been  by  means  of  a 
surcharge  which  carries  no  discount  to  the 
agent. 

Both  the  Austin  and  Morris  companies 
have  raised  the  price  of  their  products  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  nett  profit  of 
Austins  Increased  from  £2,385,900  to 
£3,077,738,  whilst  In  the  case  of  the  Morris 


the  increased  profit  is  even  more  pro¬ 
nounced.  being  ft  om  £1,033,917  to  £2,774,137. 

No  doubt  the  manufacturers  are  Justified 
and  feel  it  necessary  to  Increase  their 
prices  but  if,  after  making  these  enhanced 
profits,  they  come  to  the  conclusion  that  an 
Increase  is  necessary,  surely  the  agent  Is 
similarly  put  to  Increased  cost  owing  to 
heavy  taxation,  rising  wages  and  other  ex¬ 
penses  and  should  be  suitably  rewarded  if 
the  manufacturer  feels  that  he  on  his  side 
Is  entitled  to  an  increase  in  price. 

Generally  speaking,  probably  distributing 
agents  have  had  a  reasonably  good  time 
financially  during  the  past  few  years, 
although  many  of  the  smaller  agents  have 
suffered  very  much  from  lack  of  new  cars. 

But  no  business  concern  can  afford  to  turn 
money  over  without  deriving  some  advan¬ 
tage  therefrom,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  as 
there  Is  no  profit  or  discount  available  on 
these  surcharges,  that  the  money  thereby 
turned  over  must  necessarily  cause  a  loss. 

I  wish  to  emphasise  the  necessity  of  the 
M.A.A.  making  a  point  of  the  dissatisfaction 
felt  in  the  trade  at  the  action  of  the  manu¬ 
facturers  in  this  respect  and  hope  that  other 
traders  will  take  some  action  in  this  matter. 

PEN  AND  INK. 

[Yes,  the  surcharge  question  should  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  included  on  the  agenda  for 
1952.  As  a  matter  of  fact  we  had  it  in  mind, 
along  with  many  others,  but  found  it  im¬ 
possible  to  cram  any  more  into  one  Terse 
Talk.  As  we  have  stated  on  previous  occas¬ 
ions,  the  surcharge  system  is  a  pernicious 
one,  because  it  usually  tends  to  become  a 
habit,  instead  of  remaining  the  temporary 
measure  that  it  is  intended  to  be,  to  apply 
only  when  manufacturing  costs  are  increas¬ 
ing  much  more  rapidly  than  distribution 
costs. — The  Speaker.]

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Holidays  With  Pay 


Sir, — For  years  I  have  read  with  interest 
readers’  views  in  your  Motor  Trade  Parlia¬ 
ment.  Often  I  have  felt  I  would  like  to 
make  some  comment,  but  seldom  can  I  find 
the  time  to  do  so.  However,  the  letter  In 
your  January  5th  issue  from  “Working 
Boss”  has  really  tickled  my  fancy, 

“Working  Boss”  makes  the  very  good  sug¬ 
gestion  that  “Office  Boss” — the  Big  Noise 
who  sits  in  his  comfortable,  warm  office — 
should  put  on  overalls  and  do  a  bit  of  real 
work.  My  conunent  to  this  is :  How  many 
of  these  “Big  Bosses”  could  go  into  the  work¬ 
shop  and  do  a  major  repair  job? 

In  my  humble  opinion  there  are  about 
four  types  in  the  motor  trade  :  —  ' 

1.  The  greedy  chap,  with  plenty  of 
capital,  in  the  trade  solely  to  make  more. 

2.  The  spiv  type,  those  who  don’t  care 
how  they  make  money  and  in  doing  so  are 
a  slur  on  the  trade. 

3.  The  chappie  who  inherits  the  business, 
but  doesn’t  know  much  about  it. 

4.  The  honest-to-goodness  type,  with 
mechanics  in  his  blood.  The  job  comes  first 
with  him.  He  will  never  be  rich,  but  he  is 
a  real  friend  to  the  motorist.  His  reward — 
usually  termed  a  silly  B — working  all  hoiurs 
God  makes. 

Now  to  revert  to  holidays  with  pay.  First, 
let  me  say  that  I  agree  to  holidays  with  pay, 
but  I  do  think  that  to-day  the  emphasis  Is 
too  much  on  holidays.  Don’t  forget  that  it 


is  now  three  weeks  with  pay.  Including  Bank 
Holidays.  I  fear  the  main  trouble  with  the 
whole  country  to-day,  from  top  to  bottom, 
is  holidays  and  sport  first,  work  also-ran. 

Let  us  go  back  a  few  years.  I  hate  writing 
about  myself,  but  must  do  so  to  emphasise 
my  point.  I  can  only  boast  about  35  years 
In  the  trade,  from  sweeper-up  to  employer 
(8  employees  now)  and  we  all  work  amicably 
together.  But  what  changes  I’ve  seen !  My 
first  holiday  with  pay,  even  a  Bank  Holiday, 
came  after  15  years.  Hours?  Oh,  about  60 
per  week  average.  Pay?  About  £3  10s. 
Overtime  pay?  Never  worried  about  it.  Some¬ 
times  the  boss  opened  his  heart.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  the  job  had  to  be  mastered  If  it  took 
till  midnight.  ^ 

What  a  difference  now !  Schoolboys’  £ 
hours  and  nearly  schoolboys’  holidays,  at  a  • 
time  when  the  coimtry  is  imploring  people  I 
to  work  harder.  It  seems  now  that  the  pen-  J 
dulum  has  swung  too  much  the  other  way.  f 
I  contend  that  It  doesn’t  matter  if  a  chap 
gets  £20  per  week  p’ovidlng  he  earns  it.  f' 

One  thing  that  beats  me  is  that  a  few  | 
years  back  one  man  could  and  would  decoke  I 
the  average  10  or  12  h.p.  car  in  seven  or  eight  a 
hours  on  his  own,  and  everything  had  to  be  ^ 
done  by  hand.  Now,  in  these  days  of  valve 
seat  grinders,  valve  refacers,  etc.,  it  takes 
one  man  and  his  mate  12  to  14  hours. 

I  could  ramble  on  like  this  for  hours.  But 
why  worry?  Let’s  have  more  holidays,  more 
sport,  shorter  hours  and  more  money  (don’t 
ask  where  the  money  is  coming  from).  Let 
the  mugs  in  other  countries  do  the  work. 
They  can  produce  cheaper  than  we  can 


fully  50  per  cent,  of  the  members  want  to 
blame  motorists  for  all  the  accidents  which 
are  so  prevalent  on  our  roads. 

I  suggest  that  some  of  the  garage  proprie¬ 
tors  get  elected  to  their  councils  to  fight 
the  propaganda  that  the  Pedestrian 
Associations  are  making. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  garages  combine 
and  send  their  best  speaker  as  a  member, 
so  as  to  watch  and  combat  suggestions  to 
restrict  the  motorists’  undoubted  rights.

imore  money  on  the  local  advertising  of  your 
.products,  which  in  the  end  can  only  benefit 
yourselves  and  not  your  dealers. 

“In  our  own  ca.se  the  contract  is  from 
.year  to  year  and  we  have  no  security  of 
appointment  as  agents.  As  soon  as  July 
’comes  round  we  are  just  as  likely  to  find 
ourselves  deprived  of  the  agency  as  to  be 
allowed  to  keep  it.  In  that  case  we  shall 
have  spent  our  money  in  vain  for  somebody 
else,  including  yourselves,  to  benefit. 

“We  should,  as  in  the  past,  continue  to 
•tudy  our  own  interests  in  the  matter  of 
advertising,  our  aim  being  to  keep  our  name 
well  in  front  of  the  public  and  to  couple  it 
as  always  with  the  products  which  make 
us  a  livelihood. 

“The  possibility  is  that  for  a  further  year 
these  restrictions  on  the  home  market  will 
continue  to  be  enforced,  during  which  time 
you  will  be  making  huge  profits  in  the 
export  market  while  your  home  dealers  will 
be  left  to  scratch  for  a  living.  And  it  surely 
is  Incongruous  that  your  dealers  should  be 


asked  to  contribute  to  your  home  advei;tls- 
ing  exi>enditure,  with  no  likelihood  of  any 
return  save  those  provided  by  the  Bank¬ 
ruptcy  Court. 

“As  a  matter  of  fact  we  have  come  to  think 
that  the  advertising  of  your  own  products 
is  a  responsibility  which  is  entirely  your 
own  and  you  should  no  more  look  to  your 
deaUers  to  contribute  to  the  expenses  than 
if  you  were  selling  Beechams  pills. 

“In  any  case  we  do  not  propose  to  make 
ourselves  ridiculous  by  advertising  things 
we  are  not  in  a  position  to  supply.  Yours, 
etc.’’ 

In  the  event  of  an  agency  being  trans¬ 
ferred  after  years  of  spade  work  have  been 
put  into  it,  should  not  some  clause  be  in  the 
agreement  whereby  a  number  of  years’ 
advertising  is  refunded  to  the  motor  agent? 
What  do  you  think  about  it? 

In  any  reference  to  the  matter  I  suggest 
that  the  manufacturer’s  name  is  left  out.

Official  Price  Control  For  New  Cars 

Sir, — I  have  read  your  correspondent’s 
letter  which  appeared  in  your  issue  of 
December  29th  entitled  “Official  Price  Con¬ 
trol  for  New  Cars.” 

During  a  period  of  nearly  52  years  in  the 
motor  brislness,  I  am  quite  certain  that  I 
have  never  read  such  a  ridiculous  com¬ 
munication. 

The  motor  industry  of  this  country  is 
better  organised  than  in  any  other  country 
in  the  world,  and  it  has  grown  up  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  retail  trade.  I  have 
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no  reason  to  believe  that  the  motor  manu¬ 
facturers  of  this  oovmtry  would  entertain 
such  a  wildcat  scheme  as  to  transfer  the 
retail  business  from  an  established  channel 
to  His  Majesty’s  Government.  This  would 
be  another  branch  of  Nationalisation. 

He  charges  distributors  and  dealers  with 
being  members  of  a  “racket,”  whatever  that 
may  mean.  He  states  that  he  cannot  out¬ 
line  the  scheme.  I  am  not  surprised.  He 
calls  us  “unscrupulous  traders.”  I  would 
like  to  know  Mr.  Knowles’  history.  He  also 
suggests  that  the  “excess  revenue”  should 
be  taken  from  the  trader.

This, 
we  feel,  is  the  answer  to  Mr.  Taylor’s  last 
query  of  “What  would  you  do?” 

The  system  of  allocating  every  filth  vehicle 
to  the  trade  seems  to  us  a  very  fair  and 
generous  one.  It  would  certainly  benefit  us 
if  a  few  more  dealers  put  this  i>ractioe  into 
operation,  when  we  ourselves  might  hope  to 
receive  cars  ordered  as  far  back  as  January  , 
1946.

Wiser  spending 

VER  finance,  the  Government 
face  a  dual  problem.  They  have 
not  only  to  reduce  expenditure, 
but  further  to  consider  reallocating 
it  with  a  view  to  obtaining  more  profit¬ 
able  returns.  Of  late  years,  public 
money  has  been  spent  lavishly  in  ways 
that  may  have  been  popular,  but 
hardly  of  immediate  benefit  from  the 
economic  viewpoint.  A  proportion  of 
such  si>ending  may  have  to  be  cut 
altogether,  but  it  may  be  deemed  wise 
to  divert  some  of  it  in  other  directions. 

Here  the  highways  claim  urgent  coa- 
sideratlon.  Schemes  of  necessary  improve¬ 
ment  have  been  held  up  wholesale;  even 
road  maintenance  has  been  curtailed  beyond 
the  danger  point.  The  latter  has  resulted 
in  losses  that  we  are  certainly  in  no  position 
to  afford.  It  can  further  be  shown  that 
investments  In  motorways,  to  say  nothing  of 
lesser  modernisation  schemes,  would  yield 
handsome  dividends. 

Hand  it  to  Austin 

Everybody  in  the  trade  must  have  been 
impressed  by  the  acooimt  of  what  the  Austin 
Motor  Co.  are  doing  to  promote  safety  on  the 
road  after  dark.  Thoroughness  is  the  essence 
of  .the  scheme  detailed  in  our  issue  of  Jan¬ 
uary  12th.  and  the  equipment  of  rear  lights 
and  reflectors  now  fitted  to  Austin  trucks

should  go  far  to  minimise  the  danger  of 
what  is  apt  to  be  a  particularly  nasty  type 
of  accident. 

Longbridge  cannot  be  commended  too 
highly  for  making  this  move.  A  lead  from 
one  of  the  most  prominent  manufacturers 
was  Just  what  the  industry  needed,  and  we 
may  be  confident  that  it  will  generally  be 
followed.  The  gesture  is  likely  also  to  have 
a  high  goodwUl  value.

Ferguson  stabiliser 

A  useful  item  for  users  of  Ferguson  trac¬ 
tors  is  a  new  stabiliser  bar  for  use  with 
that  tractor’s  universal  hitch. 

This  device  prevents  the  rotating  move¬ 
ment  of  the  existing  draw-bar,  which  is  held 
firm  and  rigid,  any  movement  being  ren¬ 
dered  impossible. 

The  stabiliser  bar  has  been  devised  and 
produced  by  Maurice  J.  Flshleigh,  Estate 
Works,  Buckland  Brewer,  Bldeford.  Devon, 
who  has  invented  a  wide  range  of  fittings 
for  tractors. 

C.Y.  history 

Some  little  time  ago  it  was  mentioned 
that  a  society  had  been  formed,  in  East 
Anglia,  for  the  preservation  of  antique  road 
engines.

CENTRAL  REGISTRY  FOR  USED-CAR  DEALERS 

NOTTINGHAM  MOVE  TO  KEEP  TRADE  FROM  AUCTIONS 


"INCREASING  TIRNOVER” 
CENTRAL  stock  registry  for  used-car 
dealers  has  been  opened  with  head¬ 
quarters  in  Nottingham.  Known  as 
Karindex,  Ltd.,  it  has  been  launched  by 
Managing  Director  G.  H.  Beardall,  of  Beard- 
all  Motors,  Ltd.,  and  a  group  of  supporters, 
to  provide  information  on  the  availability 
of  used  cars  ' 

In  a  circular  to  something  like  8,000 
members  of  the  trade  in  the  Midlands,  Mr. 
Beardall  outlined  the  alms  of  the  registry, 
to  which  a  subscription  costs  £2  2s.  a 
quarter. 

The  circular  said:  "The  «>bvloiis  way  to 
Increase  turnover  Is  to  sell  inotors  to  all 
those  prospective  buyers  who  often  want 
cars  that  are  not  In  stock.  Hardly  suipris- 
ing,  of  course,  since  post-war  cars  alone 
nvunber  63  different  makes,  each  averaging 
three  different  h.p.s,  made  in  six  different 
years  and  found  in  rough,  average,  and  very 
clean  condition;  which  means  well  over 
3,000  different  cars,  even  without  multiply¬ 
ing  further  by  colour  and  body  styles. 

"KNOWING  WHERE  TO  GO” 

"You  can’t  keep  10,000  cars  in  stock. 
Even  you,  plus  the  friends  you  are  accus¬ 
tomed  to  ring  up  can’t  do  anything  like  it 
between  you.  But  there  is  this  number  of 
cars  for  sale  within  reachable  di.stance  of 
you — if  only  you  knew  where  to  go.” 

The  registry,  which  is  to  start  operating 
on  Monday  next,  January  21st,  is  concerned 
with  post-war  cars  and  pre-war  RolLs-Royce 
and  ^ntley  models.  But  special  requests 
for  other  specific  pre-war  cars  can  be  in¬ 
cluded. 

Members  of  the  trade  participating  will 
provide  lists  of  the  used  cars  they  have 
available,  together  with  the  price,  and  at 
the  .same  time  request  information  on  the 
availability  of  cars  they  particularly  want 
but  which  they  so  far  have  been  unable 
to  obtain. 


The  latter  Information  can  be  sought  by 
post,  telephone  or  telegram,  or  in  person. 
Its  coverage  includes  cars  offered  for  sale 
by  dealers  and  private  persons,  and  also 
serves  as  a  means  of  ascertaining  values. 

A  fortnightly  bulletin  is  to  be  published 
giving  a  survey  of  market  trends  and  prices, 
and  will  include  a  list  of  the  whereabouts 
of  scarce  replacement  parts  and  another  of 
specilic  pre-war  car  requirements. 

TOWARDS  “F.AIR”  PRICES 

Mr.  Beardall’s  circular  declared:  "Because 
somebody,  somewhere,  wants  those  cars,  you 
will  be  able  to  sell  your  own  stickers  at 
fair  prices  Instead  of  the  unreal  figures 
(less  5  per  cent,  auctioneers’  commission) 
which  forced  sales  at  auctions  bring. 

"You  will  be  able  to  produce  any  car,  for 
however  doubtful  a  prospect,  without  risk 
of  being  left  with  it  on  your  hands. 

"The  more  sales  made  this  way  the  fewer 
cars  will  go  to  the  auctions  and  the  sooner 
we  shall  have  an  end  of  outsiders  being 
able  to  quote  our  trade  prices.” 

Mr.  Beardall  told  "The  G.  and  M.  A.”  that 
there  had  already  been  great  response  from 
dealers.  There  had  always  been  some  feel¬ 
ing  against  local  auctions  taking  cttstomers 
which  otherwise  would  be  theirs,  he  .said. 
It  was  likely  that  in  time  the  scheme  would 
be  extended  to  cover  other  areas. 

Later,  too,  it  might  be  possible  to  form  a 
pool  of  drivers  who  would  help  in  the  sale 
of  the  cars. 


COACHBUILDERS’  WAGE  CLAIM 

Having  been  rejected  by  the  employers’ 
organisations,  the  claim  for  an  increase  of 
6d.  per  hour  in  adult  vehicle-building  work¬ 
ers*  wages  was  argued  before  the  Industrial 
Disputes  Tribunal  at  a  sitting  in  London.

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BRUSH  FIRM’S  NEW  WORKS 

A.  LUSUN  AND  SONS  AT  PARK  ROYAL 

A  new  factory  for  the  production  of  Gem 
wire  brushes  WEts  offlclally  opened  on  Friday 
last  week  by  A.  Luson  and  Sons,  Ltd.,  at 
Park  Royal,  London.  It  is  a  two-storey 
building  and  has  an  area  of  24,000  sq.  ft. 

This  firm,  who  pioneered  the  power  wire 
rotary  brush  with  which  the  motor  trade 
has  become  so  familiar  in  recent  years, 
turns  out  brushes  by  the  iiiilividual  skill 
of  operators  rather  than  by  machine,  and 
has  the  backing  of  75  years  of  experience. 

The  beginnings  were  in  1874,  when  the 
father  of  two  of  the  present  directors,  A.  i. 
Luson  and  W.  H.  Luson,  began  by  importing 
wire  flue  brushes  from  Germany  and  soon 
after  started  manufacturing  on  hLs  own 
behalf. 

One  of  the  reasons  that  machine  pro¬ 
duction  methods  are  not  adopted  Is  the 
demand  for  so  many  different  types  of 
brushes,  so  many  “specials.”  .4t  the 
moment  over  300  different  types  are  being 
made  for  practicaily  every  trade.  Making  a 
feature  of  designing  and  producing  “spe¬ 
cials,”  the  firm  have  specifications  for  over 
7,000  such  types. 

Up  to  1949  the  business  was  purely  a 
“family"  affair,  a  third  director  being  H.  S. 
Collier,  but  then  a  younger  man,  L.  Rose, 
was  appointed  to  the  board  to  be  In  charge 
of  sales.  This  month  Mr.  Rose  is  flying  to 
the  U.S.  and  Canada  in  search  of  new  busi¬ 
ness  and  Ideas. 

A  recent  venture  by  the  company  was  the 
purchase  of  the  British  patents  of  a  French 
Invention — a  rubber-bonded  wire  brush  of 
revolutionary  design,  which  tests  so  far

To  ensure  a  continued  supply  of  trained 
craftsmen  and  technicians,  the  Lockheed 
Hydraulic  Brake  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Leamington 
Spa,  have  Introduced  an  Indentured  appren¬ 
ticeship  scheme  which  offers  to  youths  a 
comprehensive  training  In  engineering.

Time,  production  and  incentives 


Thorns  and  snags 

A  WELTER  Of  words  has  poured 
over  us  in  recent  years  relating 
to  productivity,  man-hours,  and 
in  particular  to  incentives,  and  the 
reduction  of  idle  or  non-productive 
time. 

None  of  these  is  a  simple  subject, 
even  in  small  establishments,  if  taken 
to  logical  extremes.  One  of  the 
thorniest  is  money  incentives,  or  shall 
we  call  them  bonus  schemes? 

Many  a  management  seeing  an  in¬ 
creased  output  following  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  their  pet  bonus  scheme  finds 
snags  creep  in  very  quietly  and  the 
plan  gets  modified.  Where  the  estab¬ 
lishment  is  small,  the  boss  is  close  to 


the  Job  and  probably  (though  not 
necessarily),  has  a  good  idea  of  what 
is  going  on.  The  point  I  want  to 
make  is  that  because  you  have  an 
output  increase,  it  does  not  follow 
your  scheme  is  working  effectively. 

Where  a  series  of  people  intervene 
between  the  boss  (or  manager,  or 
board  of  directors,  or  whatever  con¬ 
stitutes  the  top-level  control),  and  the 
productive  worker,  then  a  number  of 
possibilities  creep  in. 

They  begin  at  two  or  three  different 
points.  Management  may  lay  down 
a  broad  policy  and  evolve  its  own  basis 
for  incentives  from  actual  observa¬ 
tions  in  its  own  works.  You  can,  for 
instance,  have  a  price  for  the  Job 
concocted  crudely  by  a  rate-fixer.  Or 
you  may  employ  more  scientific 
methods  and  actually  time  the  Job. 
Gradually  the  “mysteries”  of  time- 
study  are  being  exposed,  and  its 
variables  are  known  to  many  more 
workers  than  was  formerly  the  case. 

Sight  for  the  gods 

Consequently,  the  worker  may 
approach  the  fixing  of  a  piece-work 
price  or  bonus  scheme  armed  to  the 
teeth,  and  fighting  to  the  last  ditch 
in  order  to  obtain  the  best  bargain. 
These  tactics  are  seen  at  their  best 
where  a  time-study  is  made.  The 
furious  activity  of  Herbert,  the  fitter, 
and  the  small  amount  of  actual  work 
produced,  is  a  sight  for  the  gods.  He 
faces  difficulties  each  and  every 
moment,  far  greater  than  those  before 
our  Foreign  Secretary. 

The  time-study  man,  if  he  plays 
poker,  is  well  versed  in  shop  tactics 
and  knows  this  “activity”  is  merely 
a  means  to  an  end.  He  knows  that

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appeals  will  be  made  for  special  allow¬ 
ances  because  the  floor  Is  uneven,  and 
that  the  journeys  to  the  main  and 
tool  stores  are  exhausting.  It  can  be 
too  hot  for  the  worker,  too  cold,  re¬ 
quiring  special  safety  provisions  and 
so  on.  There  Is  no  end  to  the  special 
allowances  available  for  peculiar  con¬ 
ditions.  It  Is  all  part  of  the  bargain¬ 
ing. 

Eventually,  after  bazaar  haggling, 
the  time-study  Is  completed  and 
turned  Into  a  piece-work  price.  Odds 
are  the  arguments  still  continue.  The 
worker  paints  vivid  word  pictures  of 
the  starvation  facing  him,  whereas 
the  time-study  man  says  it  is  quite 
certain  that  the  operator  can  earn  a 
bonus  of  90  per  cent.  If  he  works  hard, 
and  75  per  cent,  quite  easily. 

Canny  operators 

Maybe  these  two  figures  are  bandied 
about  quite  freely.  -  Indeed,  to  prove 
the  price  for  a  period,  the  lower  one 
may  be  “guaranteed.”  Still  facing 
utter  degradation  and  poverty  the 
operator  (possibly  laughing  up  his 
sleeve)  agrfees  to  a  trial. 

Now,  that  is  where  the  background 
becomes,  or  can  become,  very  Interest¬ 
ing.  The  “difficulties”  quietly  recede, 
the  operator  becomes  nimbler  than 
ever  (should  he  so  wish),  up  goes  the 
output  and  likewise  the  earned  bonus. 
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Here,  In  some  establishments,  we 
strike  the  rocks  of  shop  life. 

One  thing  that  can  and  does  happen 
is  that  the  worker  artificially  reduces 
his  output  to  a  point  where  he  earns  a 
bonus  that  gets  through  the  system 
without  calling  for  a  public  inquiry. 
I  can  put  my  Unger  on  cases  of  that 
kind 

Elastic  needed 

Yet,  obviously,  unless  management 
has  elastic  views  the  earning  of  a  high 
bonus  automatically  shines  a  light  on 
the  time-study  man.  The  worker  then 
suspects  that,  sooner  or  later,  he  will 
suffer. 

There  are,  of  course,  works  where 
totally  different  lines  of  thought  exist 
and  whose  slogan  may  be  “The  sky  Is 
the  limit.”  Because  of  this  difference 
in  outlook  high  earnings  are  not  the 
subject  of  endless  inquests,  and  ob¬ 
vious  errors  are  viewed  sensibly  and 
corrected  by  a  restudy  rather  than  by 
some  trick  change  in  method. 

It  is,  therefore,  sound  policy  to  look 
twice  at  your  scheme  when  it  is  bedded 
down.  And  then  have  another  look  at 
the  way  it  is  being  administered,  so 
that  there  is  no  chance  of  any  silly 
business  going  on.  The  latter  does 
not  show  itself  on  any  charts,  but 
right  down  on  the  shop  floor  among 
people.
